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SEND MESSAGES 
B Y PROJ ECTILE 


(Associated P rcssl 
Paris, Mar., 7.— Transmission of 
urg en t orders to troops in the first 
line and the sending of interesting 
inform ation to the rear by projectile 
is one of the new pev clopments of 
trench warfare, according to 
the 
monthly rev iew, La Science E t La 
Vie. 
One of the instrum ents employed 
for this purpose by the Germ ans was 
captured in a recent successful a t­ 
tack made by the French at Moron- 
v illiers. It consists of a tin cylinder 
about fifteen inches long and 
an 
inch and a quarter in diam eter at the 
mouth of which is placed a box con­ 
taining the message 
The cylinder and message box are 
placed in a grenade throw er, which 
launches it in much the same way 
as aerial torpedoes and grenades are 
fired front a trench m ortar. 
The extreme range of these new 
engines is about thirteen hundred 
yards which is generally sufficient to 
cross the zone of French curtain fire. 
The utility of such system became 
apparent with the dev elopment of 
barring fire tha t made the carrying 
of messages by despatch bearers al­ 
ways hazardous and frequently im ­ 
possible, and with the wholesale de­ 
struction of telephone lines by in­ 
tense destructiv e artillery fire.

Lord D’Abernon, Chairm an of the 
Liquor Controll Board, on the sam e 
subject, said, “ It is sincerely hoped 
that during demobilization there will 
be no relaxations of the regulations 
now in force. 
The return to 
this 
country of men who will naturally 
feel themselv es entitled to a certain 
am ount of pleasure will create condi­ 
tions wherein excess m ight 
hurst 
forth again, and therefore it will be 
v ery unwise to adopt a relaxation 
which might create a national disas­ 
ter. 
“ If the present system of restric­ 
tions in regard to the sale ul dri^k 
Is m aintained for a few m onths this 
country will he able to claim that it 
has adv anced fu rthe r along the path 
of tem perance reform than any coun­ 
try in the world.”

ALLIES CAN WIN ONLY BY HOLDING ON, BY 


CONTINUED PRESSURE AND STRICT ECONOMY 


(Associated Press) 
Romo, Mar., 7.— “The Allies can 
win this war only by holding on, by 
the exertion of economic pressure on 
the Central Empires and by rigid eco­ 
nomy at home" in the opinion of Dr. 
Massimo Pantaleoni of the Italian 
army, who has just been ev changed 
after twenty months as a prisoner in 
Austria and Hungary. Dr. Pantaleo­ 
ni, although Italian by birth 
has 
many relativ es In the United States. 
"The secret of winning the war," 
said Dr. Pantaleoni, “ remains in the 
blockade and in the allies at home 
exercising the greatest economy but 
so organizing that economy in the! 
way of limitation of consumption of| 
foods and fuels and clothes that peo 
pie will not be compelled to lose sev ­ 
eral hours of their time each 
day 
searching for coal, or bread, or such 
articles. 


It is like passing from darkness 
into daylight on leav ing 
Austria, 
where the stores are empty 
of all 
useful articles, cloth sells at about 
then eq uiv alent of $26 a yard, where 
leather shoes sell for 120 kronen the 
pair, where there is no sugar at all 
for sale, where the bread rate for the 
civ il population is two and a half 
ounces for each person per 
day, 
where the fat ration is one q uarter 
of an ounce and where potatoes sell 
for twenty cents a pound instead of 
two cents a pound before the war. 
“ In Austria mortality 
has 
in­ 
creased v ery much since <i year ago 
because of poo • or nff nrmVlsiTTn’ehff 
leading to rho • 
ttsm and dysentry, 
and when peopi 
.iio there are no cof­ 
fins in which to bury them. Instead, 
their shroud., and good clothes are 
replaced by rags and in these they 
are burled. 


"Liv ing conditions hav e not been 
improv ed by taking of Rumania. 
"While in Hungary attending Ital­ 
ian prisoners, who had been sent as 
far away as possible from the Isonzo 
front so that they could not escape 
and go home. 
Rumaninas told me 
civ il conditions had been such in R u­ 
mania that the fields had not. been 
worked and therefore the crops had 
been poor. 
"As regards the entrance of the 


United States into the war, both Ger­ 
mans and Austrian» said the effec­ 
tiv e result would be more in money 
and materials 
furnished 
than in 
fighting units, due to difficulties of 
troop transportation. They say that 
it is hardly worth while attempting 
to capture or destroy enemy artillery 
because new cannon will be forth­ 
coming from the United States.

the men within. 
W hen a ll this had b een explained 
we mov ed down toward the front, 
first past 
the du gou ts, w here were 
lodged the infantry waiting for the 
attack to be made in the mist at 
dawn. 
There were gu ns b ehind, b e­ 
fore, on either side. 
The scream ing 
of ou r own shells ov erhead, to ou r 
u ntu tored ears, cou ld not b e distin­ 
gu ished from the “arriv als,” as the 
F rench du b the enemy shots. 
Then 
u p past the final ob serv ation post and 
flown to the last light b atteries, ju st 
b ack of the trenches. 
H ere we closed 
ou r ears to the steady pou nding of 
the gu ns tha t did the w ork— tha t is 
it, the guns that did the work. They 
b lasted the way for the infantry; 
they destroy ed the enem y b atteries, 
ov erw helm ed, 
stu nned, slau ghtered 
the enem y Infantry, so tha t on the 
Octob er m orning w'hen the French 
adv anced in the measu red pace of 
m odern charges, they took w’ith al­ 
most m ethodical exactness tha t which 
was planned last Ju ly for them to 
take, and they took it with astonish­ 
ingly little loss. 
Hav e I m ade myself 
clear? 
It is all so clear to m e that I 
am fearfu l lest I 
omit som ething 
which may m ake it intelligib le 
to 
others. 
G reat gu ns are to this w-ar w hat 
the steam shov el was to the Panam a 
Canal. 
W hen the French company, 
u n d er De Lesseps. s ou ght\to pierce 
the Isthm u s with shov els and picks 
and petty machinery men died b y 
thou sands on the tropic 
hillsides, 
which they had b u t scratched. 
So 
fell hu ndreds of thou sands a t Mons, 
on the Marne, and at V erdu n, who 
with their 
own b odies stopped the 
shells and stayed the charges which 
ou ght 
to 
hav e 
b een 
stayed 
and 
stopped b y the cou nterb om b ardm ent 
of their own b atteries. 
Tim e is the 
essence of v ictory and cannon are 
the weapons with which it m u st b e 
won. 
W f, we Americans, m u st m ake 
cannon enou gh, in time, to win. 
I do not u nderestim ate the other 
agents necessary to v ictory. 
Men 
we m u st send slowly at first, b ecau se 
we can send them only slowly, 
to 
join ou r gallant little arm y across 
the seas. 
T ransport there m u st b e 
and airc raft— ‘‘the cav alry pf the 
air,” as Lloyd-George 
once 
called 
them in Celtic poesy. 
Gu ns, tra n s­ 
ports, 
destroyers, 
aric ra ft— 25,000 
gu ns to be made b y the forges of 
America to win the war. 
T hat is 
not a figure which I su m m on from 
my inner consciou sness. 
It is the 
b est m ilitary opinion in Eu rope. The 
general u pon whose shou lders rests 
the hea v iest b u rden said to m e: “ We 
are gra teful for y our little army . The 
echo of its footfalls on ou r shores 
carried 
hope 
to 
ev ery hea rth in 
F ran ce; it told u s tha t you had not 
forgotten that the b lood of the sol­ 
diers of Rocham b eau and Lafayette 
mingled with those of you r foreb ears 
in the fight for American lib erty; b u t 
while we await the gathering of you r 
forces send am m u nition and gu ns to 
u s, that we may hav e the weapons 
to win v ictories and to defend ou r­ 
selv es, so that we may still b e here 
in force to fight b y you r side on the 
appointed day to win v ictory 
and 
peace.” 
W e know tha t w ar is an indu stry 
of destru ction, b u t thou gh the indu s­ 
try almost has hidden the rom ance 
and heroism of war, heroes there are 
in greater nu m b ers than ev er b efore. 
An old friend of my m othe r’s, a 
splendid American, 
Mrs. 
W hitelaw 
Reid, sent for m e in London to ask 
of ou r b oys. She had come from the 
b edside of a y oung British officer, 
who nev er would walk again nor 
wou ld ev er again b e ab le to take a 
friend b y the hand. 
He was alm ost 
m erry in his nBsery; glad, for a l­ 
thou gh he had b een crippled for life 
b y the b onb upon w'hich 
he 
had 
throw n himself, 
y et when it b roke 
not one of his men had b een harm ed. 
General Pershing told me of 
a 
French lady, a nu rse, torn b y a shell. 
As he stood b y her b ed wdiile 
the 
com mander in chief of the French 
arm y pinned u pon her b reast 
the 
Croix de G u erre— the soldiers’ war 
crops, with palm s— she whispered to 
him. “General Pershing, I am glad 
that 1 hav e been stru ck, so that you 
may tell you r cou ntrym en tha t 
the 
dau ghters as well as the sons 
of 
France are ready to su ffer and, if 
need b e, to die—die for her and lib ­ 
erty. 
1 spent a day in the H indenb u rg 
• 
« ,-ii^ndid Tri^h div ision. 
As 1 sat at UiVis.u u iieadq u arters 
with the gallant Irishm an who com­ 
m ands them, we tu rn ed the pages of 
the long roll of honor, cou nting the 
names of those w*ho had done gallant 
deeds. 
There was one, tha t of a sim ­ 
ple priv ate wrho was lying wou nded 
in a shell crater when he espied ov er 
the lip of a ridge, in a near distance, 
a German m achine gu nner tu rning 
his deadly fire to and fro ov er 
the 
ranks of the Fu sileers as they sou ght 
shelter in the shell holes on that 
mu ddy slope. 
Up he ju m ped, dashed, 
limping, ov er the ridge, and b rained 
the machine gu n n er w ith the b u tt of 
his rifle. 
He shou ldered the m achine 
gu n and carried it b ack to the crater. 
Then, as he c a u g h t his b reath, “ Iie- 
gorrah,” he panted, “ I left m y gu n 
w here the Huns can get it. 
The old 
man will b e giv ing me hell for tha t.” 
And ou t of the crater and ov er the 
ridge he dashed again. 
T here he 
came u pon tw'o of the enem y q u a r­ 
reling ov er his rifle. 
He flew at them 
with fists and feet in su ch fu ry that 
b oth su rrendered. 
He m ade them 
carry their own gu ns and his as well, 
and b ack to the cra ter he m arched 
them and there held them u ntil du sk, 
when he took them to the rear for 
su rrender. 
Oh, there are no com parisons in 
gallantry a long tha t line. 
Among 
the French there a re none m ore brav e 
than the others, Gascon or Norm an, 
Breton or Sav oyard. 
In the British 
armies, English 
or Canadian, Irish 
or A u s t r a l i a n , W elsh or Scotch, none 


those who fou ght in the sixties. 
In 
generou s 
riv alry, 
w here 
all 
are 
b rav est, they pu rpose only to 
b e 
b rav est, too. 
The spirit of the arm ies is indomi­ 
tab le. 
The French, in spite of their 
terrib le losses, are grim ly b rav e, b e­ 
liev ing tha t b y ou r side lib erty can­ 
not lose, ready to giv e them selv es in 
the last sacrifice for the fu tu re se­ 
cu rity of the wTorld. 
They are b rav e. 
They are tired. 
They clearly know 
tha t prom ises are to b e m easu red b y 
perform ance. 
Let u s not fail to do 
all that m u st b e done, for their con­ 
fidence in u s m u st rem ain u nshaken 
if they are to endu re terrib le to their 
enemies u nto the v ery end.
